enough to blow up the board of trade.

If any doubt bad previously existed that 
tho leaders of the Anarchist party were 
directly responsible for the Orsini metbo Is 
which resulted in Tuesday night’s slaughter, 
that doubt was dispelled by tho evidence 
which for live solid hours was Wednesday 
afternoon presented to the coroner’s jury . 
The inquest, which was upon the lo ly of 
Officer John Deegan, was held in tho office 
of the city clerk in the city building. 
The 
accused, August Spies, Chris Spies, Sam 
Fieldeu and Michael Schawb, wero "brought 
in. 
August Spies, the arch-conspirator, was 
perfectly self-possessed, and smiled sardon­ 
ically almost throughout the pro ‘codings. 
His y ounger brother looked ill a t ease, while 
Schawb, a ty pical Communist in appear 
ance, and Fielden, a bloatod, dirty -looking 
Englishman of the Black country ty pe, 
listened attentively to the testimony , now 
smiling, again frowning, and occasionally 
display ing indications of ext: erne nervous­ 
ness. 
Testimony was first taken as to the incen­ 
diary character of tho speeches Wednesday 
night, and it was conclusive, especially as 
to Parsons. 
The throwing of the bomb was 
investigated, tuid Officer Haas, who was 
within a few feet of tho spot where tho ex­ 
plosive fell, said that it came from behind 
a pile oi boxes upon tho sidewalk a t tho cor­ 
ner of tho alloy on Desplaines street above 
Randolph, and that its effect was tetri tic, 
the officers falling like grass before the 
ncy the. 
This testimony was corroborated 
by other witnesses. All tbo witnesses agreed

Angry 
Strikers at Ctwcinnatt—SUunfl©« 
(iro n in g Warm« 
Cincinnati, May 0.—The strikers of the 
railroad freight handlers U getting warm. 
The men all inarched to the Little Miami 
depot Wednesday morning for the purpose 
of persuading those at work there to join 
them. 
At the corner of Pearl and Duller 
streets they were met by 100 policemen 
drawn up in line, who halted them and de­ 
manded their business. 
The leader of the 
strikers said that they merely wished to 
know if the men at work were satisfied. The 
superintendent of the road, who was stand­ 
ing near refused to permit to speak to the 
men. 
The leader, with two followers, then 
made an effort to break through the line of 
officers whereupon CoL Moore, the chief of 
police, ordered them placed* under arrest 
and commanded the crowd to disperse. 
There were about 300 of them but there 
were fully as many idlers in the crowd. 
The speakers were very angry, one of them 
shouted out: “If I had a dynamite bomb I 
would make use of it now." 
In view of the fact that the railroad com­ 
panies will attempt to resume business a 
heavy reserve force is being concentrated at 
the three down-town police stations. 
Three 
hundred members of the First Regiment are 
on duty at the Armory under command of 
Col. Fred. Mooro. 
The Mayor has issued a proclamation 
calling upon all citizens to meet in their 
respective precincts Thursday evening to 
organize a committee of safety for keeping 
the peace and protecting property, and to 
assist the city officers in properly meeting 
and disposing of the present troubles. 
There is no appearance of violence among 
the other strikers. A meeting of machinists 
was held Wodnesdey afternoon at which 
resolutions strongly denunciatory of the 
anarchists and the red flag were adopted 
unanimously. The employers und employes

L IFE ON T HE L OCOMOT IVE. 


Th* Aspiration* of a Green Fireman- 
Jumping from a Mov ing Train. 
As a class l'jcomotiv e engineers are not to 
be env ied. 
Their position is one of great 
danger and responsibility, and is obtained 
only by years of hard and exhaustiv e train­ 
ing. 
The hours are long and irregular an 1 
the duties *o exacting that a trifling error 
may uudo the work of a lifetime. 
The 
trade or profession of an engineer differs in 
no respect from the other trades an 1 pro­ 
fessions, in that the first lesions, or pre­ 
paratory steps, mast be just as thoroughly 
mastered 
Of course the first step i« to 
learn to keep up stoam and to become 
familiarized with tin uses of the different 
parts of the locomotiv e. 
Many a gre*n 
fireman despairingly rolls his eyes towards 
the steam gauge and wonders if the time 
will ev er come when it will be an ea-y task 
io keep that slender r.eedle abov e the 
century point 
It comes to him, howev er, with practice, 
but not as quickly perhaps as does the knack 
of jumping from a mov ing traiu without 
detriment to clothes or body. 
Most men 
stand on the stirrup with the foot farthest 
from the train held straight out 
This is 
neither the safe nor the easy way. 
If you 
wish to jump from, say the right hand side, 
let your right foot remain on tbo stirrup, 
and swinging well back put out your left 
foot from underneath. 
When you strike 
the ground your feet are in such position as 
to be ready for the next step, or if you do 
fall it wiU inv ariably be away from the 
train, and not under the wheels. 
Engineers who hav e nev er had an acci­ 
dent, and hav e always been noted for their 
careful running, hav e been known to incon­ 
tinently throw ov er reds for greens and mike 
a bad failure iu general, showing beyond a 
doubt their total inability to distinguish 
colors. 
Yet these same men would nev er 
rim yost a red light or fail to stop when the 
proper signal color was shown. 
The ex­ 
planation generally giv en and accepted is 
that, although a red light may 
n o t look red 
to him, yet he is trained, and experience 
has taught him, that that particular shade 
of light or Hag signifies danger. 
It is with 
a feeling akin to disappointment, to see in 
an account o t a terrible railroad collision 
that the engineer escaped injury by jump­ 
ing. 
It takes v ery little time for an en­ 
gineer to do all in his power towards 
stopping the train, an l hav ing done this 
theA* is no v alid reason why he should stay 
on the engine any longer. 
Old runners, 
howev er, say that no fear of personal danger 
enters the mind when an accident is im 
minent, but the one thought of stopping the 
train at all hazards absorbs them, ev en un­ 
til the crash comes, and it is only at almost 
the last instant that safety is sought in 
flight—Clev eland Leader. 


The Practice of Swearing in Fnglaml.

I was cnee in the green room of the 
Nov elty theatre, in London, which stands 
just off Lincoln Inn Fields, near Oxford 
street, talking to Lionel Brough, the come­ 
dian, when an old military gentloman came 
in who was ev idently a lov er of the good 
liquors which Brough keeps for his friends. 
The old gentleman was a major or something

It answered all the purposes of 
swearing, and seemed greatly to reliev e the 
major’s mind.
